Camp McClellan, March 19, 1918. 
The Public* Ledger: 

Believing that lyrt only the mem- 
bers of the Christian Church but many 
others in Mason county 
to hear from this camp, 
write you tbla letter. 

Anniston la in the. midst of the 
mounlatna. The government selected 
this place because it is high and 
healthy. I am told that 18,000 acres 
were purchaaed by Uncle Sara for his 
camp site. Beginning with the Re- 
mount division and extending over the 
mountains ridges on through the 
camp proper .to the extreme ciul 
where the rifle-range are must be 
seven if not eighty miles. Main 
gravel roada and many cross roads 
are now built through all of this 
tract of land. Beosuae of the contour 
of the land all these roads wind and 
curve much to the beauty of the place. 
In addition to these main gravel roads 
all of which are given liistorlcal 
names, there are other miles of short- 
roada called company streets.

These are dirt streets about twenty 
feet wide, well made ' and drained, 
which run between the rows of com- 
pany tehta. Some Of these company 

streets extend back from the regimen- 
tal gravel road a half a mlli'. This If 
so In the Ammunition Trains and in 
the Heavy Field Artillery Hattalions, 
far back of the rows of tents will bo 
found the atablea for mules and 
horses and alatf the heavy ammonitlon 
and artillery wagons. The ambulance 
Trains and Field Hospital also have 
longer streets than the Infantry. One 
evening I counted about a hundred 
auto-ambulance trucks back of the 
tents of Field Hospital. No. 116. 

These streets were made by the 
boya hi the oamp. When such work 
Is done the boys wear blue overalls 
Instead of the khaki. The remorini; 
of stumps and the leveling of the 
ground for the tents and for the drill 
Krounda is also largely done hy the 
boys of the camp. 

The displeasing thing for a com- 
pany Is for it to move from the place 
they have_flxed up to » new place In 
the camp'Vher* they have the same 
work;.,toj|AjU9r.MKtaiJ!ergeant Cush- 
man of 104 Ammunition train, told me 
his men bad been ordered to make 
three moves. Each time leaving tlicir 
well made streets for some other com- 
pany to enjoy wiiilc they had new 
streets to build at each new place. 
They were Juat completing a street 
when 1 flrat called to boo him. 'These 
company Btreets where the tenu are, 
arc not used hy vehicles but by tbe 
men of tbe company. In them they 
form their line to answer to tho roll 
nail in the morning after reveilli> and 
In the evening at what is called re- 
treat. All the ground about the com- 
pany tents Is kept free from any de- 
bris. You could not And a piece of 
paper the sise of a pootage stamp nor 
a cigarette stub hi theee company 
streets nog In the regimental atreeu 
either. 

Tbe tents In which the soldiers are 
billeted are 16x16 with a board floor. 
Six men occupy a tent All have 
canvas-covered cots. B<very ao- often 
these cota are set out la the company 
street for an alrlag, mere partieular- 
ly to enable the boya to acrub and 
re-oil their tent floor. It nmtten not 
how duity( and let me say tbe dust 
raises here like a Sarahs sand storm • 
this same work of airing the cots '^ops 
on. 

Ordinarily the cota are le^t on tbe 
tent floor and the tent cover furled. 
The dutt settle la on everything. 
You can dip It at of tko cola with a 
spoon. However the boya hnTt gotten 
oBe to it by now. Somehow it still 
goes against by views in the matter. 
It will lake me some time to get over 
the sensation of chewing sand. 

I have given you a rather lengthy 
description of tbe streets, I will leave 
for another writing a deacriptlon of 
some of the other things Te me it la 
all very jntsraatlig. I ikm at "Y" 
Building Na. lU got ar aenlB in 
the Y. M. C. A. maee shack. Of course 
I have to pay for my meals though I 
am given the ro<im In which there Is a 
rot and a chair and an oil hester. 
The many nails on the t>«re walls 
furnish me a clothes press and a 
board on a box makes my desk. 

Wbile I am writing, I hear tbe ar- 
tillery praetioe. it eoangs IOm thun- 
der The baanr Artflhrf Battalion 
No IM MM tit inks tkeir tme night 
and dav hi the hmg range artillery 
practices. The target is twelve milee

"Tbe Germans are reported in a 
Router diapatch from Petrograd to 
have ranched the vicinity of the sta- 
tion, about 160 miles south of Petro- 
grad. The Austro-^peopun advance 
In Southern Rulsia co|tinuea. The 
I'liciiiv has occupied ^Boomy, Ave 
iiours' march from Kharkov, the dia- 
patch says." 

"Tbe varioua reporta from Russia 
also Indicate the greflteat anxiety 
over what appears to hfl an envelop- 
ing movement th« A^tro-Oerman 
forces are carrying out a«ainat itf os- 
cow. There is talk of moving tbe 
government, according to these ad- 
vices, to Sarjoff (probably Saratoff. 
450 miles southeast of Moscow) or to 
NichnI Novgorod (266 miles northeast 
of Moscow.) 

."A Renter diapaileh from Petrograd. 
dated March \i, r^^orts the Patriarch 
of tbe Russian chi|R'«h to have sent n 
message to the orthodox population 
declaring that the church Minnot rC' 
gard HH binding a peace which dla- 
nicnibors the country and places It 
under the domination of a conquering 
foreign power. In this connection the 
Communist Is qt^flfted aa declaring 



that the RoHiaiiii'^woletarit cannot 
make further coMaoslons, but must 
he ready^ to rise ht any moment irre- 

siiectlve of Its state of prepariMlness. 

Kvacuatlon of Petrograd by the Bol 
shcvlki government departments was 
ordered last week, and all are now In 
Moscow, which tbe Lenine govern- 
ment has declared the Russian oapl' 
tal. When the ordnr to move to Moa- 
cow was given, it waa said that Petro- 
grad probably would be declared 
free port. 

Cerman posseaslon of Petrogf.id 
would give the enemy comnlete con- 
trol of the Gulf of Finland, and all 
the Important ports Its coasts ex- 
cent those in Finland yet in tbe banda 
of the Flnntair nMt|ili^toHR«-tNin« 
attacked by the Oermana and Finnish

(/'liurk'H M. Hchwab, addreiaing an avdienoe of pablic lohool alumni in 
New Yorli, says: 

"Wc arc at the threshold of a new social era. It is going to come 
upon UH Hooncr tlinn wo expect. It is a Hoeiul renniHance, and it is 
MTorld-wide. It means that the man who labors with hia hands is go- 
ing to dominate not merely Ruaaia, German and the United StatcH. 
but the wiiole world." 

Mr. Schwab doesn't want the change. He ia pretty well huIIn- 
fled with things as they are. But he ia snre it is coming, and is re. 
concik'd to it. 

It will be a rev6lution indeed, but a slow and peaceful one. "The 
translation from the old to the new order will be so gradual that we 
will hardly realize that it haa ocenrred." And it won't be ao bad, 
after all. 

"The aristocracy of the future is not going to be an aristorracy 

of wealth. It is ^onxg to ho tlic iiristoeriicy of men who have done 
something I'o rthvor country and tor the world at large. When that 
time comes, wealth will not be the standard, nor will birth, hut the 
atandai'd will be lioiioniljic and strai|;Iit'i'()rwar<l dctiicanor. 

"1 am not auxiouH to give away my wealth," he says frankly. 
"The more wealth and power one acquires, the more one wants. I 
am not sure that this coniinj; o)ian;;o in society will be better for you 
or me. But whether it will or not, we must be prepared to accept it, 
for it is coming, and nearer than we thin'k. 

"Wliali'vcr llic Creator lias desifiiiod will oonie. and it will lie 
good. t'liiingoH in social conditions do not come by mon>alono. Iiut 
because God decrees them." 

Tlii.s is a reiiiarkal)le iitteratiee. any way yon look at it. It is 
especially signiliuant coming from a grout capitalistic leader. If he 
thinks so, men of his class in general are probably thinking aloni • 
the Ranie lines. | 
. Maybe he's right. Anyhow iiis optimism, in thu face of a future ' 
he expects and dosnt want, is reaassuring. If the Schwabs can stand i 
^Ruoli a social and political overturn as he forecasts, 'most anybody 
can stand it.. 



PBUS8IANISM UNIUBKIO 



Maybe the Russnan situation isn't so bad as it looks on the sur- 
face, so far as tlie broad issues and outcome of tiie war are eoii- 
, corned. Uussia's plight looks ilospcrate and the immediato otloet on 
the Allies is dUconraging, but it's quite possible to figure out a sil- 
ver lining for that i>artieular eloud. 

The most obviously boneticinl cflfeet of Oennauy's liohavior to- 
ward Russia is that it makes absolutely clear to all the world the 
sinister purposes of the (lorman sjovermiient. Prussianisin has thrown 
oil' its mask. We see it reachiuf,' out its mailed tist, frank and un- 
ashamed, to strike down a helploss country eager for peace, to grab 
vast territories vital to Russia's national existence, to impose a stajr-

The Russian i)acifists now see that they were mistaken in be- i 
lieviuK that (ierman hearts would answer responsivoly to their own. ^ 
that (ierman workmen and poa^ants would lay down their arms if 
the Russians set the example, that the (lornmn people woidd rise en 
masse to foil the aims of the militarists. They realize that no word \ 
or act of the present rulers of (iormany can be trusted. They are 
eomin;; to see that if they care foi- their own country, their land, their j 
freedom, they will Imve no light as France and Holgium are fi(j;litinK. 

It is conceivable that the (Jermans may succeed in their andii- . 
tious plan of Russian conquest. But it is possible that in true Prus- 
sian fashion thoy have overreached themselves. Their invasion is the I 
one thing likely to re-unite the (inarreling factions and races of Rus- 
sia, if anything is capable of that result. We may yet see Russia 
turning against the unscrupulouG invader as she turned against Napo. 
leon a hundred years ago.
